building supply black mart 


OPA files charges against Pacific Coast lumber firms, 
promises action in other fields—News-Record survey 
reports show active over-ceiling lumber dealings 


While reports from Engineering News- 
Record correspondents’ last week 
strengthened the statement that the short- 
age of lumber—and its attendant black 
market—is the nation’s worst building 
bottleneck, government agencies began a 
two-pronged drive to bring lumber prices 
into line and increase legitimate produc- 
tien. 

In federal courts in California, Wash- 
ington, Oregon and Arizona the Office of 
Price Administration filed 40 suits 
against Pacific Coast lumber firms, seek- 
ing a total of about $9,000,000 in treble 
damages on charges of illegal activities 
involved in handling some 65,000,000 
ft. of lumber. The OPA charged that 
shippers had diverted lumber by ship- 
ping it to themselves at dummy addresses 
and holding it there for bargaining; and 
that mills were producing out-size tim- 
bers in order to charge premium prices. 

In Washington, meanwhile, the Na- 
tional Housing Agency, OPA, and the 
Treasury and Justice Department said in 
a joint announcement that they would 
combine their resources to bring the ac- 
tivities of producers, truckers, distribu- 
tors—and consumers—under scrutiny in 
an effort to channel lumber and other 
building supplies into legitimate opera- 
tions and trade arteries. 


Survey points up lumber 


The Engineering News-Record 12-city 
survey of building material supplies, gen- 
eral conclusions of which were published 
in the June 27 issue, vol. p. 963, pointed 
up the reports of black market activity in 
lumber, and listed a variety of means by 
which greater-than-ceiling prices are be- 
ing obtained for the material. 

For example, ENR’s Cleveland, Ohio, 
news bureau reported that the supply on 
hand in Cleveland yards is so far behind 
demand that most contractors have 
turned to obtaining their lumber di- 
rectly from southern mills, trucking the 
material home at their own expense, and 
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reportedly paying retail prices in the 
southern mill yards. Some local yards 
have been able to procure 12x 12 tim- 
bers and have recut them to obtain 
2x4’s, which are commanding prices 
$20 to $25 above ceiling. Oak flooring, 
manufactured locally is commanding up 


SURPLUS ARMY MATERIALS 
AVAILABLE FOR VETS' HOUSING 


Salvaged lumber and critical building 
materials from surplus Army installations 
will start to become available to builders 


for the Veterans Emergency Housing 
Program in less than 60 days, Lieut. Gen. 
Edmund B. Gregory, War Assets Admin- 
istrator, and Wilson W. Wyatt, National 
Housing Expediter, announced June 23. 
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to $325 per thousand feet. 

At San Francisco, heavy timbers are 
being delivered, causing contractors to 
stand the expense of cutting the lumber 
to required sizes. Most of the lumber 
is green. Seattle, Wash., reported a 
similar situation, with the added “twist” 
that buyers often obtain lumber by buy- 
ing an “option” on the lumber mill itself, 
and then—by agreement—failing to ex- 
ercise the option, thus providing an extra 
fee to the mill selling the lumber. 

Reports from Atlanta, Ga., said that 
in recent transactions, a thousand feet of 
green lumber was sold at a mill for $90 
a thousand feet—far over OPA ceilings 
for short-leaf yellow pine. In Texas, 
also, despite admittedly inferior quality, 
black market lumber is bringing as much 
as 50 percent over ceiling prices—most 
of it supplied by small mills. 

ENR’s Minneapolis, Minn., corre- 
spondent reported that in that area, port- 
able saw mills have been set up all over 
the northern part of the state, and are 
apparently sawing and selling green 
lumber direct to buyers almost “r'ght out 
of the forest.” St. Louis, Mo., also re- 
ported an active lumber black market, 
with timbers selling for $10 to $25 above 
ceiling prices.

N. Y.; The Utah Construction Co., Og-

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and Kruge, Inc., of New York City.

Top pay, low cost house; builder fined 


Although Morris Bluestone, Canton and Massillon, Ohio, builder, managed 


to complete a group of small homes for sale at a figure nearly $2,000 | 
OPA ceilings, he did the work by paying higher-than-average wages, and 
be penalized $15,000 on income-tax deductions, according to a decision 
Wage Adjustment Board panel at Cleveland. 


With labor members of the panel dis- 
senting, a majority opinion by the panel 
ruled that Bluestone’s action was not 
“a mere technical infraction”, but was 
“directly inflationary.” 

In hearings before the panel (ENR 
May 23, vol. p. 815) Mr. Bluestone testi- 
fied that he paid higher rates than the 
established wage scale, but claimed that 
by using only top men, his total labor 
cost per house was less than if he had 
used run-of-the-mine labor. The board 
established that the contractor was able 
to sell 5-room houses—for which the 
OPA ceiling is $7,250—for $5,850. 

The majority opinion commented that 
“the overpayment by Mr. Bluestone could 
lead only to spiral-bidding for the lim- 
ited labor force available. If such over- 
bidding (for labor) were not stopped, 
the largest commercial builder could 
monopolize construction labor.” 

In a minority dissenting opinion, labor 
members of the panel opposed the pen- 
alty as “disproportionate”, and pointed 
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out that although the contractor 4,

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Pacific Northwest earth shock rated 
one of severest on record in that area 


Bridges, highways and buildings damaged, while quake rocks Seattle 
for almost two minutes—Freak effects recorded 


The Pacific northwest on June 23 sur- 
veyed heavy damage from one of the 
most destructive and longest earth- 
quakes ever recorded in that area. 

In.the wake of the shock, which shook 
the entire coastal area and was re- 
corded around the world, were two 
dead; a damaged bridge; cracked high- 
ways; a huge new crevasse in a moun- 
tain glacier; crumbled chimneys and 
building walls, and very busy seismolo- 
gists. 

Striking at 9.14.30 Sunday, the quake 
rocked Seattle for more than 110 sec- 
onds, flipping needles from both of two 
seismographs at the University of Wash- 
ington, putting new cracks in Sears Roe- 
buck’s 10-story building damaged Feb. 
14 by another quake (ENR Feb. 20, vol. 
p. 323) and cracking plaster in homes 
throughout the city. 

While Prof. G. E. Goodspeed, Univer- 
sity of Washington geology expert. rated 
the shock as No. 5 in intensity, its “am- 
plitude” being even greater than the one 
in February, which was rated as a No 
7 quake, he said. 

“The needles of both seismographs 
were kicked from the drums by _ this 
shock and only one was knocked off 
by the previous shocks,” he explained. 

Professor Goodspeed added that dis- 
turbances were recorded for almost 45 
minutes on the one seismograph which 
jumped back on the drum after the ini- 
tial shocks. The previous shock in Feb- 
tuary, he said, created disturbances 
which lasted only about 20 minutes. 

Sunday’s quake lacked the sudden- 
ness and violence of the earlier shock, 
being of a more gentle, swaying and 
undulating motion although the move- 
ment was greater. 

While seismologists, including those 
of British Columbia who placed the epi- 
center in a more northerly section of the 
coastal area, compared notes. Profes- 
sor Goodspeed said there was a_possi- 
bility the quake had no definite epicen- 
ter.

was a_ decidedly unusual 
he added. “Its duration was 
greater than any on record and it would 
appear likely that the slippage occurred 
deep within the earth’s crust. It is my 
belief the epicenter may well extend all 
along the coast for about 100 miles 
north and south from Seattle at a point 
about 40 miles west of the city.” 

The shock was recorded on seismo- 
gtaphs around the world. Dr. Roy K.

As part of a $9,600,000,000 purchasing 
program during the next four years, the 
French government will spend about $55,- 
900.000 for U. S. made construction 
equipment. Total purchases of construc- 
tion equipment are expected to amount to 
about $80,000,000. 

The purchases will be made under a 
five-year plan made public by Foreign 
Minister Jean Monnet, and made possi- 
ble in part by recently-granted U. S. 
credits of $1,400,000,000. Aim of the 
program in general is to rehabilitate the 
war-destroyed French industrial machine 
by purchase abroad of raw materials, pro- 
duction machinery, farm machinery and 
other items. 

Purchasing—excepting that for govern- 
ment-owned industries or public works 
projects—will be handled by private bus- 
iness agents, although the French Sup- 
ply Council, 1330 Eighteenth Street, 
Washington, D. C., will act as supervisor 
for the government. 

Possible orders for American construc- 
tion equipment break down into: $15.- 
000,000 for machinery and equipment for 
the building materials industry; $30.000.- 
000 for public works of all sorts, in- 
cluding machinery for bridge and port 
reconstruction, road building and other 
projects; and $10,000,000 for other sec- 
tions of the construction industry. 

With many French bridges and _ har- 
bors still in need of permanent reconstruc- 
tion, heavy construction equipment was 
given a high priority in the Monnet plan, 
which also called for the construction of 
new dams designed to boost the nation’s 
hydro power potential to more than 20 
billion kwh annually by the end of the 
year 1950. 


Housing .... 


Puerto Rico—An American construc- 
tion firm has just started building a 
3,000-unit housing project at San Juan 
that will cost $18,000,000, and may 
eventually be extended to include 9,000 
units at a total cost of $30,000,000. 

Officials of the Long Construction Co., 
Charleston, S. C.. said the houses will be 
flat-roofed, bungalow-type, built of con- 
crete block, with concrete roofs and 
girders and floors of native tile. The 
3,000 units may be complete in nine 
months. 


Mexico—Spurred by the needs of a 
population that has grown from about 
1,700,000 to more than 2,000,000 in the 
last five years. The Municipal government 
of Mexico City recently set up a semi- 
oficial Bank for the Development of 
Housing, with an initial capital of more 
than $2,000.000 to survey the city’s needs 
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and work out a program for construc- 
tion of low-cost housing units that the 
average citizen may hope to own after a 
period of years during which he would 
pay a relatively small monthly charge. 

A recent survey of homes available for 
“working class families” showed that of 
157,342 such dwellings, 46.168 are built 
of adobe, 70,057 of brick. 16,091 of tim- 
ber and 13.468 of masonry. 


Bridges .... 


England—A suspension bridge nearly 
a mile in length, with a main span of 
3.000 feet, is planned for construction 
soon across the Severn River about seven 
miles upstream from the city of Bristol. 
According to the British Transport Min- 
istry. construction of the new bridge will 
start in about four months, at the conclu- 
sion of a series of aerodynamic and other 
investigations of the’site. 

The bridge will be a part of a general 
program to improve connections by high- 
way between Bristol and its tributary 
areas and London. 

As described by the transport ministry. 
the bridge will have two side-spans of 
1,000 ft. each, and a main span of 3.000 
ft.. providing a deck: width of about 100 
ft. over all. 


Miscellany .... 


Ecuador—Only two links—totalling 
less than 150 miles—remain to be built 
to complete Ecuador’s section of the 
Pan American Highway, as the govern- 
ment pushed extensive roadbuilding pro- 
grams throughout the country. 


Puerto Rico—Work is being rushed on 
the mooring facilities and shore connec- 
tions for a floating power plant, pur- 
chased by the Puerto Rico Water Re- 
sources Authority (at about $2,700,000) 
for use as a supplemental power source 
for lighting and other services to the 
San Juan suburb of Santurce. 


Peru—The Peruvian embassy at Wash- 
ington has been instructed to contact 
U. S. construction firms that specialize 
in the construction of highways and rail- 
roads who may be interested in investing 
capital to build highways, railroads and 
irrigation projects in Peru. Information 
is obtainable by correspondence with C.

England — The approximately 1.500 
miles of flexible pipe spun into 21 pipe 
lines by Allied military engineering gen- 
ius to provide smoothly-flowing fuel sup 
plies to invading armies during the Battle 
of France in 1944 will shortly find another 
use. 

The British Ministry of Supply, seek 
ing supplies of lead for use in urgently 
needed home construction, announced last 
week that it would seek to the 
pipe in order to salvage the more than 
15,000 tons of lead that 
manufacture. 

Using specially-equipped boats, crews 
will grapple for the pipelines, and--when 
the lines are secured—reel them up on 
giant bobbins at the rate of five to six 
miles per hour. It is hoped to complete 
the recovery this year.

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Start of big Arizona water project 


called for by bill now in Congress 


Construction would include Bridge canyon dam on the Colorado 
River and a long tunnel and canal to deliver irrigation water 


In an effort to get action on the long 
discussed plan to deliver Colorado River 
water to eentral Arizona for irrigation 
purposes, Senators McFarland and Hay- 
den of Arizona have introduced into the 
Senate a bill calling for the construction 
of the necessary dams, canals and tun- 
nels to deliver water to central Arizona 
by the so-called Bridge Canyon route. A 
similar bill is to be introduced in the 
House. 

Three possible routes for the delivery 
of Colorado River water to central Ari- 
zona to supplement the dwindling sup- 
plies there have been under discussion 
for many months (ENR May 24, 1945, 
vol. p. 742.) These were (1) Marble 
Gorge route, calling for a high dam on 
the Colorado River above the Grand 
Canyon and 143 miles of tunnel to de- 
liver water to a point high up in the 
Verde River valley; (2) Bridge Canyon 
route, calling for a high dam on the Col- 
orado below Grand Canyon, 784% miles 
of tunnel and 235 miles of canal; and 
(3) the Parker pumping project, which 
would pump water from the reservoir 
behind Parker Dam to reservoirs and 
canals serving central Arizona. In Oct- 
ober of last year the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion submiticd informally to the Colo- 
rade Basin states a tentative draft of 
a report comparing the through routes 
in which the Marble Canyon route was 
practically eliminated from consideration. 

Under the bill now introduced into 
Congress (S. 2346) the Secretary of the 
Interior is authorized to build the Bridge 
Canyon Dam on the Colorado River, 
drive the necessary tunnels and build the 
canals required to deliver Colorado River 
water to supplement the waters of the 
Salt and Gila rivers in Arizona, subject 
to the terms of the Colorado River Com- 
pact and the water-delivery contract be- 
tween the United States and the State of 
Arizona, and to maintain and operate the 
works so built. Under the water delivery 
contract, the United States agrees to de- 
liver from storage in Lake Mead so much 
‘water as may be necessary for beneficial 
consumptive use in Arizona of a maxi- 
mum of 2,800,000 acre-ft. »f water, sub- 
ject to the evailability thereof for use in 
Arizona under the provisions of the Col- 
orado River Compact and the Boulder 
Canyon Project Act. 

Before any construction work is put 
under contract, the Secretary of the In- 
terior has to determine whether there 
will be a market for the power and water 
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service adequate in his judgment to in- 
sure payment of all expenses of operation 
and maintenance and the repayment 
within 50 years from the date of com- 
pletion of the power facilities of the 
amount charged to power with interest at 
2 percent, and repayment of the amount 
charged to irrigation is not to exceed 80 
years without interest. (The present per- 
iod is 40 years at 3 percent interest.) 
The federal government will bear the 
portions of the cost charged to flood con- 
trol, silt control, river regulation, recre- 
ation and wild life purposes. 

Construction of fhe Bridge Canyon 
dam and power plant, the tunnels and 
canals, was estimated in the Bureau of 
Reclamation’s tentative repcrt at $1,310.- 
625,000. Bridge Canyon dam would be 
673 ft. high, thus making possible the 
generation of a large quantity of power 
at the site, which is at the upper end of 
the reservoir behind Boulder Dam. 

Under normal procedure, Congress 
does not authorize the construction of a 
project of this kind until it has before it 
the report of the Bureau of Reclamation, 
expected early in 1947.

Half Missouri basin work contracted 


In a progress report released June 19, General Lewis A. Pick declared that 
more than 50 percent of the $39,000,000 U. S. Army Engineer construction 
program in the Missouri Basin has been obligated to date, with the remainder 
expected to be placed under contract by this July 15. Funds for this work were 
allotted by Congress in the 1947 fiscal year appropriations and the deficiency 


bill of last December. 

Twelve contracts already have been 
awarded or are in the process of being 
awarded, in this fast-moving construction 
schedule. Virtually the entire $6,000,000 
available for the construction of the Gar- 
rison Dam in North Dakota has been obli- 
gated. It involves four contracts covering 
the construction of an access highway 
and an access railroad, a construction 
bridge over the Missouri River and the 
construction of a smail city near the dam- 
site to house workmen on the project. 


Work started at Kansas City 


Two projects arc under construction at 
Kansas City; one for a floodwall to pro- 
tect the Central Industrial District and 
the other a levee to protect the Municipal 
Aiiport and part of the industrial area 
of North Kansas City. 

Other projects on which construction 
has been started include the completicn 
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of the Kanepolis Reservoir on the Smoky 
Hill River in Kansas, and the erection { 
prefabricated houses for censtruction 
workers at the proposed Fort Randall 
reservoir project on the Missouri River 
in South Dakota. Bids will be advertised 
for construction on an access highway to 
this dam in July, and for an access rail: 
road shortly thereafter. 


To begin Cherry Creek Dam 


Within a few days, reported Genera!

Group's 49th annual session at Buffalo, N. Y. marked by variety of 
meetings—Rename executive committee as directors 


Members of the American Society for 
[esting Materials met at Buffalo, N. Y., 
June 24-28 in their 49th annual session, 
to compare notes on technical progress 
during the past year, and elect new ofh- 
cers. 

Emergency alternate provisions and 
emergency standards, which served a 
useful purpose during the war, are to be 
discontinued as such after July 1, 1946 
it was decided. They may be dropped or 
incorporated in the standards of the vari- 
ous committees. 

One example of research important to 
the construction industry that is now un- 
der way involves the weldability of A7 
structural steel. In a preliminary report 
to the subcommittee on structural steel 
for bridges, buildings and rolling stock, 
the belief was expressed that for static- 
ally loaded parts of buildings and for 
highway bridges having a fair proportion 
of dead load stress included in the total 
stress, A7 is satisfactory up to 114-Iin. 
thickness w‘thout special technique, and 
above that thickness can be kept so by 
proper technique. For railroad bridges. 
A7 steel is satisfactory up to 1-in. thick- 
ness without special technique. and 
above that thickness is likely to be of a 
composition necessitating preheat and 
possibly other special technique. Fur- 
ther studies are being made, and a spe- 
cificaticn may be developed for a steel 
to be used when greater thicknesses are 
to be welded. 


New committees 


Expanding technical activities, the so- 
ciety has established the following new 
committees of interest to the construction 
industry: E-6 on Methods of Testing 
Building Constructions; E-9 on Fatigue, 
which will include the existing research 
committee on fatigue of metals; As- 
bestos-Cement Products; and Oxychlo- 
ride Cement, covering the application of 
this material in floors and in refractones, 
waterproofing and heating compounds. 

An important step taken during the 
year in reconverting society affairs to a 
peacetime basis was in administrative 
and staff reorganization. Perhaps, the 
most significant action was amendment 
of the charter to substitute a board of 
directors for the executive committee.

Bureau of Yards and Docks 
gets construction fund 


An appropriation of $35,966.300 for 
construction by the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks inside the United States, and 
$60,052,000 for work outside the country 
is provided in the appropriation bill for 
the Navy for the next fiscal year as passed 
by the Senate last week. When the House 
passed the measure it approved $83,000,- 
000 for work on the mainland, but the 
Senate cut this amount by more than 
half. A compromise somewheres between 
the two figures is expected. 

Both the House and Senate have au- 
thorized an appropriation of $132,260,000 
for maintenance and repair at naval es- 
tablishments. Some construction will be 
done with this fund. 

Most of the appropriations decided 
upon for new construction will be spent 
with approval of the Secretary of the 
Navy, the money not being earmarked 
for specific projects.

gregate that could be used in laying a 
floor that resists indentation much better 
than an asphalt floor, while markedly re- 
ducing the “spine-jarring” impact of the 
straight cement-concrete floor. The mix 
developed results in a system in which 
the particles of asphalt are dispersed in 
the concrete in the same state of subdivi- 
sion as in the emulsion added. A mixture 
that has seemed to give excellent results 
required about 34% bags of cement and 
7 gal. of asphalt emulsion per cubic yard 
of concrete, the ratio of sand to stone 
being determined by the necessity of 
maintaining workability. 

In another paper, “The Influence of 
Gypsum on the Hydration and Properties 
of Portland Cement Pastes,” presented at 
this session, William Lerch, research 
chemist, Research Laboratory of the 
Portland Cement Assn., pointed out that 
for many cements the strengths can be 
increased and the contraction on drying 
decreasec. by the use of larger additions 
of gypsum. 

John W. McBurney, M. Arnold Cope- 
land and Russel C. Brink, of the Na- 
tional Bureau of Standards, presented a 
paper on “Premeability of Brick-Mortar 
Assemblages,” describing tests made at 
35 days and again after 1 year’s and 21% 
years’ exposure. It was found that the 
initial rate of absorption of the bricks 
had the most effect on permeability. 

A symposium was devoted to presenta- 
tion and discussing of a paper on “Con- 
siderations Involved in the Making of 
Freezing-and-Thawing Tests on Con- 
crete”, by M. O. Withey. professor of 
mechanics, University of Wisconsin. The 
paper emphasized the importance of a 
knowledge of the weathering resistance 
of concrete and stressed the importance 
of accelerating the rate of disintegration 
without modification in the process of 
disintegration. 

E. R. Parker. H. E. Davis and A. E. 
Flanigan, of the University of California, 
in a paper on “A study of the Tensile 
Test,” described experiments made to 
determine the nature of fracture in mild- 
steel cylindrical tensile bars over a con- 
siderable renge of temperature. Speci- 
mens tested at room temperatures failed 
entirely by shear, while specimens tested 
at liquid-air temperature failed by cleav- 
age. At intermediate temperatures, a mix- 
ture of both types of fractures occurred in 
the cross section. An approximate analysis 
was made of the state of stress at the 
necked section of a tensile bar at the 
point of failure to account for the obser- 
vation that shear-type fractures origi- 
nated iv the central portion of the bar 
when tested at norma. temperatures. 
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Educators see engineer supply ‘deficit’ 
until year 1953; change name of SPEE 


Society for Promotion of Engineering Education becomes American 
Society for Engineering Education at St. Louis meeting 


A cumulative “deficit” in the supply 
of engineers that will increase to a peak 
in 1949 and will not be met until 1953 
was forecast by the Society for the Pro- 
motion of Engineering Education, at the 
organization’s 54th annual convention at 
St. Louis June 20-23. The forecast was 
a summary of a report by the commit- 
tee on outlook in demand for and supply 
of engineering graduates. 

At the same meeting—the first held in 
three years—the organization amended 
its constitution to adopt a new name— 
the American Society for Engineering 
Education—and expanded its organiza- 
tion to include the Engineering College 
Research Association. The ECRA will 
act this summer to amend its own con- 
stitution to complete the union. Thus en- 
larged, the new ASEE will have 172 
institutional members in addition to its 
4,026 individual members.

Set hearing on plan 
for second Bay bridge 


Announcement that a public hearing is 
to be held soon on feasibility of con- 
struction of a second San Francisco Bay 
bridge crossing came last -week from 
Brig. Gen. Garrison H. Davidson, engi- 
neer for the Sixth Army. Set for August 
12 in San Francisco, the hearing will 
be before a board made up of Army and 
Navy representatives, who will report 
their findings to the Secretaries of War 
and Navy for presentation to Congress 
later. 

Specific location for the proposed 
bridge to be studied is from Hunters 
Point, south of the present San Francisco- 
Oakland Bay bridge, via Bay Farm Island 
to Alameda, lying south of Oakland. It 
was expected that the Oakland faction 
would put in a strong bid at the hear- 
ing for such a structure, as they are hotly 
»pposing an ambitious dam-freshwater 
lake-causeway plan for the entire bay 
(ENR April 18, 1946, vol. p. 532) that 
they claim would cut Oakland and adja- 
cent industrial areas off from its shipping 
revenues and extend rail lines into San 
Francisco. However, growing traffic con- 
gestion over the two existing structures 
requires that some type of crossing be 
evolved within the immediate future, 
even though a lively controversy is likely 
to ensue over its exact nature. 
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ing discussed trends of critical interes 
to engineers and engineering educators. 
In political and social fields, speakers 
warned that engineers have a responsibi. 
ity to furnish “humane, scientific” under. 
standing and constructive action neces. 
sary to attainment of “an orderly world 
society.” Educators were called upon to 
prepare their students during college 
years for later effective participation in 
solution of political. social and economic 
problems. 


Liberalized training for engineers 


In an address of welcome, Arthur H 
Compton, chancellor of Washington Uni. 
versity, which was host to the convention, 
stressed the fact that the engineer is at 
the center of a cooperative movement 
toward a world society. As science and 
technology advance, he said, they become 
more specialized, and cooperation in the 
community becomes more necessary. “Be- 
cause our society is strong today through 
dependence on one another, strife and 
antagonisms are more dangerous,” he de. 
clared. In his words, technical educa. 
tion is not enough; engineers must have 
broad understanding of people. 

On the same theme, Harry S. Rogers 
retiring president of S.P.E.E. and presi- 
dent of the Polytechnic Institute of 
Brooklyn, said in his presidential address, 
“There is a growing conviction that en. 
gineers should have a better understand. 
ing of human relations generally and of 
the impact of technology on society.” 

Examining liberal arts subjects as a 
possible source of this understanding. he 
went on to say, “The Harvard Report 
on General Education in a Free Society 
frankly acknowledges that liberal educa 
tion is a broad program of diversified 
specialties, little better designed for re 
sponsible citizenship than programs of 
engineering education. The report should 
give pause to those who believe that an 
extension of engineering education by the 
addition of standard courses from the de. 
partments of liberal arts will make sig- 
nificant contributions to the engineer's 
preparation for sustaining our social, cul- 
tural and political institutions, or for ex- 
ercising any significant leadershp in 
them. . . . Engineering educators can 
and must play a part in the develop- 
ment of a more rational program, but 
they can do so only by associating them- 
selves with historians, economists and 
philosophers.” 
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A summary of the committee report 
on demand for engineers was presented 
by Karl T. Compton. president of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology. 
committee chairman. 

The report estimates that a cumulative 
deficit in the supply of engineers will in- 
crease to a peak in 1949 and will fall 
off to 1953, when the number of engi- 
neering graduates will catch up with the 
demand. Estimated cumulative deficits 
for seven years are: 1946, 25,500, 1947, 
35.300; 1948, 37,300; 1949, 37,960; 1950, 
93.400; 1951, 16,400; 1952, 6,000; 1953, 
4400 surplus. The figures will need fre- 
quent revision, and the committee recom- 
mended that a new committee be ap- 
pointed to report revised figures to the 
group each year. 

Estimates are derived in all cases from 
the most conservative figures which the 
committee could obtain. An opinion poll 


» was made of personnel men in industry, 


~ and 300 questionnaires were sent to rep- 
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resentative industrial companies. From 
the replies of 125 selected companies of 
graded size, tables were compiled to in- 
dicate the expected demand, as explained 
by R. M. Kimball, assistant to the presi- 
dent, M.I.T. 

These companies in 1938 employed 
16,377 engineers and in 1946, 25,556 en- 
gineers, an increase of 56 percent. In 
1947 and each succeeding year they ex- 
pect to need 4,352 new engineers, of 
whom 397 are civil engineers. For all 
engineers the annual need is more than 
120 percent above 1938; for civil engi- 
neers it is more than 160 percent higher 
than 1938. The largest increase in de- 
mand for civil engineers is in the research 
and development work. 

Anticipated total demand for engi- 
neers, according to the committee, is 
23,000 each year for the next four years. 
The committee assumes that the demand 
then will go down to 20,000 per year. 

There is an increasing demand for en- 
gineers with advanced degrees. In this 
respect, civil engineers rank fourth 
among six branches of engineering con- 
sidered in the report. 


“Production” of Graduates 


Production of engineering graduates 
could be estimated by the committee with 
more certainty, on the basis of figures 
furnished by the engineering schools. 
The number of graduates available for 
various years is estimated as follows: 
1946, 5,500; 1947, 13,000; 1948, 20,000; 
1950, 45,500. 

Distribution of undergraduate engi- 
neering students. as reported by the com- 
mittee, revealed figures of interest to civil 
engineers. The percentage of civil engi- 
neering students among the total num- 
ber of engineering students for various 
years is as follows: April 1946, 10.9 per- 
cent of 85,000; 1940-41, 11.1 percent of

ASCE aid sought 


A plea for increased participation by 
the American Society of Civil Engineers 
in unifying the educational essentials of 
the civil engineering field was made be- 
fore the Civil Engineering Division in 
a report of the cooperative committee 
on civil engineering education, presented 
by S. T. Carpenter, chairman, head of 
the civil engineering department, Swarth- 
more College. The report visualizes rec- 
ognition by the ASCE of its full responsi- 
bilities for professional training. Ap- 
pointment of a full-time ASCE staff man 
is suggested to coordinate the society’s 
efforts to promote the young civil engi- 
neer’s professional growth. 

The report regards engineering school 
years as the base of an education which 
continues throughout the professional life 
of the engineer. Training should empha- 
size fundamentals, with only preliminary 
introduction to specialties, which can be 
better learned in practice. Teaching by 
men with practical experience is essen- 
tial, and employment in_ professional 
work for teachers should be required 
during vacations to keep them abreast 
of developments. 

In a transportation conference, Harry 
Rubey. committee chairman. head of the 
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civil engineering department at the Uni- 
versity of Missouri, outlined favorable 
results already obtained from the report 
mailed six months ago to presidents, 
chief engineers and personnel directors 
of all railroad and airway companies and 
to chief engineers and chief commis- 
sioners of all high way departments. 
The report aimed to clear away the per- 
sonnel relations bottleneck which has de- 
terred recruitment of engineer graduates 
by railroads and highway departments 
for many years. The work will continue. 

At a conference on applied hydraulics, 
L. D. Doty, head of the department of 
hydraulic engineering Cornell University, 
emphasized the need for hydrology as a 
required course in the civil engineering 
curriculum. 

In a meeting on surveying and map- 
ping, W. H. Brady, lecturer on mechani- 
cal engineering at the University of Cal- 
ifornia, demonstrated effective use of 
sound-track film to speed teaching of 
surveying, and A. J. McNair, instructor 
in engineering drawing, University of 
Colorado, displayed the results of new 
developments in map production. D. H. 
Harkness, W. & L. E. Gurley Co., showed 
slides that illustrated the construction 
and use of a compact, accurate, light- 
weight theodolite built for the Army 
Engineers. 

W. S. Evans, professor of civil engi- 
neering at the University of Maine. was 
elected chairman of the civil engineer- 
ing division for the ensuing vear. 
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Highway administrators seek solution of problems posed by con- 
tractor's reluctance to bid on bridge construction— 
Arizona water shortage discussed 


The reluctance of contractors to bid 
on bridge work may be understandable 
under present conditions, but it certainly 
poses a problem for highway adminis- 
trators. They appear to be faced with 
the alternative of stopping highway work 
or asking the public to pay prices for 
their highways that seem to be without 
justification. 

Discussion of this problem with west- 
ern road builders at their recent meeting 
in Salt Lake City brought out the fol- 
lowing: 

The unwillingness of contractors to as- 
sume risks in face of uncertainties has 
resulted in the receipt of no bids on 
some jobs and only one on many jobs. 
As a result, recent experience in Oregon 
has been that about one-half of the bridge 
jobs advertised do not result in contracts. 

A recent California bridge job, char- 
acterized as being “a desirable job,” 
drew no bids. On other California proj- 
ects there was only one bid each and 
these were relatively high, making it 
difficult for highway engineers to decide 
whether the lone bids were representa- 
tive. One particular “one-bid job” listed 
bridge pier concrete at $60 per cubic 
yard. This bridge is located close to a 
good source of aggregate, the state is 
supplying cement, and the bid does not 
include the cost of reinforcing steel or 
its placing. The $60 figure compares 
with a prewar figure of some $16 to $20. 
The result of such bids is that Califor- 
nia officials have about decided to in- 
definitely delay calling for bids on bridge 
jobs to see if the situation will clear up 
to any extent. 

Arizona engineers had a similar experi- 
ence with the price of concrete. The 
same bridge design has been used in 
three different locations at three different 
times, Low bidder in each case happened 
to be the same contractor. In 1939 the 
bid was $18 a cubic yard for concrete, 
in 1940, $22, and in 1946, $37. 

Arizona has recently let contracts for 
steel bridges. However, officials do not 
expect these steel bridges to be under 
construction until 1947, due to delivery 
schedules on structural steel. 
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In many cases the type of bridge 
built depends on the materials available. 
This was, of course, true during the war, 
but it is just as true now. In Utah a 
bridge was proposed early in the war. 
The design was found unsuitable be- 
cause of material shortages and the 
bridge was redesigned using other mate- 
rials. By the time three such changes 
had been made, the war was over and 
now a fourth change is being made to 
suit it to the postwar materials situation. 





Water shortage—Arizona's 
biggest problem 


The men with whom I talked on the 
Arizona water shortage, as reported in 
detail in ENR April 18, 1946 vol. p. 529, 
indicated that, while a shortage defi- 
nitely exists, it is not as serious as some 
had feared. The water shortage has been 
caused by two things: (1) the over- 
development of the water resources in 
the central Arizona area and (2) a low 
water cycle of some 8 years duration. 
R. V. Leeson, chief engineer, Maricopa 
County Municipal Water District No. 1, 
who has worked on Arizona water prob- 
lems for the last 40 years, pointed out 
that this low cycle was similar to one 
which occurred in the early 1900’s and 
lasted some 20 years. According to

J. B. Girand, Sr, 
consulting engineer, Phoenix, emphasized 
that the Gila River valley in particular 
is overdeveloped and that the only soly 
tion to the Salt and Gila River basin 
groundwater problem is to import water 
into central Arizona from the Colorad 
River. 

Routes for supplying Colorado River 
water to central Arizona are still under 
study, according to Phoenix officials 0! 
the Bureau of Reclamation who also 
pointed out that the Marble Canyon 
Route (see page 6 of this issue) has been 
discarded from further consideration by 
the bureau and that the Bridge Canyon 
route is favored by Arizona interests be 
cause part of the cost will be allocated 
to power. 

One of the current uncertainties 
lates to how much water central Arizona 
is entitled to under the Colorado Rive:

Salt 
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Bureau lets contract 
for 2-mile rock tunnel 


A tunnel nearly two miles long and of 
93-ft. dia. driiled turough solid rock will 
be built under contract authorizations 
aggregating more than $5,000,000 an- 
nounced June 27 by Secretary of the In- 
terior J. A. Krug. The tunnel will be 
part of the irrigation system for the mil- 
lion-acre Columbia Basin project being 
developed by the Bureau of Reclamation 
in south-central Washington. It will carry 
water stored by Grand Coulee Dam to 
transform an area now largely barren into 
from 12,000 to 15,000 irrigated farms. 

The bureau is pushing ahead with 
work on the irrigation system as rapidly 
as possible, Commissioner of Reclamation 
Michael W. Straus declared, with a view 
to having construction sufficiently ad- 
vanced to provide irrigation for the first 
400,000 acres by 1950-51. The initial 
tract of 7,000 acres in the Pasco area will 
be irrigated in 1947. 

The two contracts authorized for award 
totaled $5,042,480 and covers construc- 
tion of the tunnel, five and one-half miles 
of the main irrigation canal on the proj- 
ect, a siphon 1,020 ft. long, and other 
work. 

The largest of the two contracts ap- 
proved went to T. E. Connolly, Inc., a 
San Francisco construction firm, on its 
bid of $3,494,420 to construct the tunnel 
and siphon and a 1,000-ft. section of the 
main canal. The second contract, to J. A. 
Terteling & Sons, Inc., of Boise, Idaho, 
on a bid of $1,548,060, provides for con- 
struction of 5.4 miles of the canal. This 
waterway will be the largest irrigation 
canal ever built in the Pacific Northwest. 
It will carry a volume of water larger than 
many rivers. Sections to be built under 
the new contracts will vary in width from 
95 to 200 ft. at the top of embankments 
and will be from 20 to 48 ft. deep.

Negotiations are virtually complete by which the University of Illinois will 
lease 253,000 sq. ft. of space at the Navy Pier in Chicago for establishment of a 
Chicago branch of the university, according to Park Livingston, president of 


the university's board of trustees. 

The university will pay the city a 
yearly rental of 35c. per sq. ft. or 
$88.550, for the space under a lease re- 
newable yearly for the next four years. 

The U. S. Navy, which has occupied 
the pier as an educational and training 
center since shortly before the war, is 
at present vacating the premises and 
classes are expected to start with the 
fall term beginning in September. 

The greater portion of the space to be 
leased by the university, to be used for 
class room instruction, is located on the 
first floor on the north side of the pier. 
The remainder of the leased area, to 
contain administrative offices, a library 
and laboratory facilities, are to be located 
elsewhere on the pier. 

Class room and laboratory facilities 
are expected to be made available for 
some 4,000 students at the pier by 
September. However, no living accom- 
modations will be provided on the pier 
either for the students or for the faculty. 
estimated to total between 200 and 275 
professors and instructors.

HERE'S A CHANCE TO GO 
TO CALIFORNIA 


With a $123,000,000 state highway 
construction program on its hands, the 
Division of Highways of the California 
Department of Public Works is urgently 
in need of from 300 to 500 young road 
engineers. 

State Highway Engineer George T. 
McCoy is advertising for graduate civil 
engineers to enter state service. During 
the war more than 300 engineers of the 
division of highways entered the armed 
services. Many of these have returned, 
but the expanding postwar highway 
building program requires additional 
engineers in all of the eleven highway 
districts. 

Positions available, McCoy said, range 
from junior engineers to associate high- 
way engineers. Starting salaries vary 
from $230 a month to $355. 

District highway engineers have 
launched $46,728,300 worth of postwar 
projects set up in the initial part of the 
California Highway Commission 3-year 
program. The second part of the pro- 
gram will be started this month. In the 
eleven highway districts there is a serious 
shortage of engineering personnel. 
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ing. liberal arts, business administration 
and pre-professional training. No di- 
rector for the new school has been ap- 
pointed to date. 

Decision to establish a branch of the 
university on the Navy pier was based 
on two factors, said Mr. Livingston. One 
was that a minimum of time and ex- 
pense is needed to convert the class rooms 
and other training facilities installed by 
ihe Navy, into suitable accommodations 
for the new school. The other is the 
large enrollment expected for the fall 
term. 

Pre-registrations and advance inquiries 
indicate requests for enrollment in the 
university this fall may exceed 21,000, 
said Mr. Livingston, while the maximum 
number that can be accommodated at the 
Urbana, Ill. campus is 15,000.

U. S. Engineers to build 
power plant at the Soo 


Plans and specifications have been 
completed and bids will be taken soon 
by the U. S. Army Engineers for a new 
hydroelectric power plant to be con- 
structed at the St. Marys Falls canal at 
Sault Ste. Marie, Mich. Funds amounting 
to $3,250.000 have been appropriated for 
the new plant, which will replace the 
present power plant constructed in 1902. 

The new installation will have a capac- 
ity of 14,000 kw. or about three times 
the capacity of the existing plant. Cur- 
rent will be supplied to the Sault Ste. 
Marie area, to Manistique and St. Ignace. 
Mich., as well as intervening communi- 
ties. 

Congress has authorized the present 
construction as the first stage of an ullti- 
mate power development program at the 
Soo which will provide a plant capacity 
for an output of about 45,000 kw. Con- 
struction of the new plant will be under 
the jurisdiction of Col. Albert Riani, dis- 
trict engineer, Detroit District, U. S. 
Army Engineers.

Gordon Maskew Fair, professor of sani- 
tary engineering, Harvard Graduate 
School of Engineering, Harvard Uni- 
versity, has been 
appointed dean, 
succeeding Prof. 
Malcolm Wester- 
gaard, who is re- 
tiring, but who 
will continue as 
Gordon McKay 
professor of civil 
engineering. 

Dean Fair was 
born in Berghers- 
dorp, Union of 
South Africa, educated at Werner- 
Siemens Gymnasium, Berlin, Germany, 
Charlottenburg Technical College, Uni- 
versity of Berlin, and Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, receiving his B.S. 
degree from the latter and also from Har- 
vard. in 1916. He joined the Harvard 
engineering school faculty in 1918, was 
assistant director of sanitation for the 
league of Red Cross Societies in Ge- 
neva, 1921, and has been active in water 
supply and sewage disposal projects as 
well as in the conduct of local and na- 
tional engineering societies.

The National Lime Association has es. 
tablished a fellowship at Rutgers Uni.

waste treatment. It is under the general 
direction of Willem Rudolfs with R. P 
Logan directly in charge of the project.

The 
program is concerned with the utilization 
of various lime products in the treatment 
of water wastes.

The sludge problem is of prime concern 
especially to small industries, and it is 
hoped that information will be developed 
regarding means of producing low sludge 
volume, high rates of dewatering of 
sludge. rapid settling, etc. 
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Test-welded 80-ft. trusses 
with 144 strain gages 


To obtain data for the further devel- 
opment of welded H-section trusses of 
long span, The Austin Co. recently con- 
cluded a series of tests on a pair of 80 
ft. standard trusses taken from the stock 
on hand at the Austin fabricating shop 
at Cleveland. H. D. Churchill, professor 
of mechanical engineering at Case School 
of Applied Science, directed the test, 
which were carried out by members of 
his staff. A total of 144 of the paper clip 
size wire strain gages were used in the 
tests. 

Fabricated completely from _ rolled 
members, assembled with their webs in 
a single vertical plane, the Austin H-sec- 
tion trusses were originally designed in 
1943 and tested to destruction in Janu- 
ary, 1944, at the field testing laboratory 
adjacent to Austin’s fabricating shops 
where the recent tests were also made. 
The 50-ft. trusses used in the initial test 
failed under a load which was 253 per 
cent of the design load, when an end ver- 
tical buckled. (ENR Jan. 25, 1945 vol. 
p. 122 and June 28, 1945 vol. p. 882). 

Following supplementary tests at two 
independent laboratories, The Austin Co. 
adopted the H-section as a standard for 
use in welded trusses of 50, 60, 70 and 
80 ft. lengths, and has already used the 
trusses in more than 30 plants from coast 
to coast. 

In the recent tests, the wire strain 
gages of the SR-4 type were attached to 
the joints at both ends of the first diag- 
onal and at certain other important 
points. They were placed at the same lo- 
cations on both trusses to provide a check. 
The gages consists of a tiny loop of 0.001- 


These 80-ft welded H-section trusses took a load of 254,000 pounds in recent tests conducted 1H. D. Churchill 
to determine the flow of stresses through truss joints of this type. When the peak load was 
removed, the trusses showed a maximum residual deflection of one-sixteenth inch. Load con- 
sisted of 60-ff. sections of structural steel. 
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in. copper-nicke] wire, which are ce- 
mented to the steel surface of the mem- 
ber being tested. When the member is 
strained the diameter of the wire de- 
creases, Causing a change in the resist- 
ance. Multiplied by electronic equip- 
ment the change can be measured by 
conventional recording devices. 

The strain measurements were recorded 
by three automatic switching units and 
three SR-4 strain recorders. Each pair of 
instruments, including a switching unit 
plus a recorder, made an automatic writ- 
ten record of the strains at 48 gage points, 
so that 144 individual strain readings 
could be recorded in about two minutes. 
More than three miles of wire was re- 
quired to connect the gages to the in- 
struments. 

The test loads consisted of 60 ft. lengths 
of structural steel resting on purlins lo- 
cated directly above the vertical truss 
members. The first test was made under 
a load somewhat over the design load, 
after which the entire load was removed. 
In the secend test, the following day, a 
254,000 Ib. load was applied, equivalent 
to a cement tile roof deck plus twice the 
35 lb. per sq. ft. live load. Maximum de- 
flection was about two inches. 

The peak load was then reduced to 
196,000 lb. and left on for three days. 
After removal of the total live load, both 
trusses showed a maximum residual de- 
flection of one-sixteenth inch. 

Approximately 3,000 strain readings 
were recorded at intervals during the 
loading and unloading in the tests, as 
well as under the peak loads. 

All of the readings taken during the 
tests indicated that satisfactory truss ac- 
tion was taking place throughout both 
trusses at all times, officials said. 
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Building code revisions 
for District of Columbia 


The building code of the District of 
Columbia has been revised to permit thin- 
ner walls on residential construction. On 
such construction, of buildings not over 
three stories high (walls not over 40 ft. 
high) and with flat roofs, the bearing and 
party walls are limited to 8 in. in thick- 
ness when not more than 30 ft. in height 
for solid walls of brick, and 20 ft. in 
height for hollow walls of brick and walls 
of hollow brick. 

However, this construction will be per- 
mitted only when the unsupported height 
of such walls does not exceed 12 ft. and 
provided there is a distance of not over 
50 ft. between cross walls, buttresses or 
returns, and provided further that no span 
framing into walls shall exceed 17 ft. 

Other provisions include, for fire-resist- 
ance buildings of skeleton construction, 
exterior walls may consist of incombusti- 
ble panels not less than 2 in. in thickness 
and having a fire-rating of not less than 
2 hr. However, walls of such buildings, 
unless of masonry, must not be within 
5 ft. of a party line. 


Pittsburgh revises code 


The building code of Pittsburgh, Pa., 
is undergoing revision by 11 subcommit- 
tees who are substituting a “performance” 
code for the present “specifications” 
code. The complete code, comprising 
changes requiring study as to legality 
and enactment by the state legislature, 
should be ready by 1947.

Secretary of the Interior J. A. Krug 
has announced the authorization of two 
contracts totaling almost $9,500,000 for 
constructing Horsetooth Reservoir on the 
Colorado-Big Thompson Reclamation 
project near Fort Collins, Colo. This 
reservoir. according to Commissioner 
Michael W. Straus of the Bureau of Re- 
clamation, will be formed by the con- 
struction of four earth-filled dams and 
Satanka Dike. The reservoir will be 
about 6.5 miles long and from one-fourth 
to three-fourths of a mile wide. with 
high-water elevation at 5.430 ft.. accord- 
ing to bureau engineers. 

A $5,111,877 contract for building 
Horsetooth Dam, the Satanka Dike. and 
the Soldier Canyon Dam has been au- 
thorized for award to a group of contrac- 
tors composed of: Grafe-Callahan Con- 
struction Co., the Gunther and Shirley 
Co., both Nebraska firms. and W. K. 
Mcllyar of Dallas, Tex. 

Under a contract for $4,319.427, the 
Hinman Brothers Construction Co., a 
Colorado corporation, and Rhoades 
Brothers and Shofner, a partnership of 
Los Angeles, jointly, will construct Dixon 
Canyon Dam and the Spring Canyon 
Dam. 

When the Colorado-Big Thompson 
project is completed, it will divert sur- 
plus waters of the Colorado River from 
the western slope of the Rocky Moun- 
tains through the Alva B. Adams tunnel 
under the Continental Divide to more 
than 600.000 acres of water-deficient ir- 
rigated lands on the eastern slope. A 
series of power plants will provide hydro- 
electric power for irrigation pumping. 
rural electrification, and the develop- 
ment of the mineral] and other resources 
of the area. 

Work is proceeding on several other 
important features of the project, includ- 
ing the Rams Horn and Prospect Moun- 
tain tunnels and facilities at Shadow 
Mountain Dam and the Adams tunnel.
